LONDON, JULY 10—On both eastern and western fronts heavy 
fighting persists. This is especially the case on the western front, 
where the struggle is not without fluctuations of fortune. 

The British official statement tonight says that the Gemans have 
entered Trones wood, but records further British progress east of 
Ovillers and La Boiselle, in addition to a footing secured in the Ma- 
metz wood, where heretofore the Germans had resisted all the British 


efforts. 


The German official communication today admitted French pos- 
session of Biaches, only a short distance from Peronne, which town is 
thus seriously exposed and threatened, 

On the eastern front the Russians have crossed the Stokhod river 


at many points. 


German war correspondents are already claiming that the allied 
offensive has been brought to a standstill. The correspondent of the 
Berlin Tageblatt, with the Austrian army, admits the inexhaustible 
supply of Russian troops, the great efficiency of the Russian artillery 
and cavalry, and the endless supplies of ammunition, as in great con- 
trast to the condition of the Russian forees last year. 

The Germans are continuing their strong attacks along the Rus- 
sian front, but the view is held here that this is only with the object 
of gaining time to perfect the defenses of Kovel and Vladimir-Volyn- 
ski, and to remove large stores of military material from these points 


to Brest-Litovsk and Ivangorod, 


French Report 

PARIS, July 10.—In a brilliant at- 
tack. the French have carried Hill 97, 
a height which dominates the Somme 
southeast of iBaches, and which has 
been strongly held by the enemy, ac- 
cording to the cgfictal statement issued 
by the French yar office tonight, The 
French also wok La Maisonette farm 
and a small wood to the north of La 
Maisonette. 

The text of the statement continues: 

“North of the Somme, the situation 
is quiet. South of the river we made 
some progress in the region of Blaches 
ond Barleux. In the neighborhood 
of Biaches we captured a field fort 
where a detachment of the eneiny still 
maintained themselves, We took 113 
prisoners, of which ten were officers, 

“On the front north of Verdun tme 
enemy artillery violently bombarded 
our positions in the region of Froide 
erre, Fleury and the Fumin wood. Our 
batteries replied energetically. Thera 
was no event of importance on the reat 
of this front. tie atts 4 

“Our aviators attacked a number of 
German machines yesterday in the 
region of the Somme. Four of the 
enemy aircraft were driven down 
within thelr own lines. “Last night onc 
of our air squadrons threw a number 
of shells on the failroad station at 
Ham and Polaincourt.” 

Britiah 


LONDON, July 10.—After the sixth 
desperate attack thig afternoon the 
Germans succeeded in ertering Trones 
wood, according to the British official 


statement issued today, This was at 
the expense of very heavy casualties, 
the statement adds, and the fighting 
in the wood continues, 

The text reads: “This afternoon 
after the sixth desperate attack the 
Germans succecded in entering Trones 
‘vcod at the expense of very heavy 
casuulties, The fighting in the wood 
con!’: ues, 

“Farther west we gained lodgment 
in the Mametz wood, where the en- 
emy’s defence hitherto had resisted 
all our efforts, We also gained 
ground east of Ovillers and La Bois- 
selle. 

“Yesterday the Royal Flying corps 
Cperated several successful bombard- 
ment attacks against various detrain- 
ing centres, ammunition depots and 
aerodromes. Numerous combats oc- 
curred in the air, as a result of which 
one German machine was destroyed 
and several others were driven to the 
ground in a damaged condition.” 

Russian Report. 

PETROGRAD, via London, July 10 
(10.50 p.m.)—The Russian forces ad- 
yancing in Volhynia toward Kovel are 
Crossing the river Stokhot at various 
points, closely pressing the Teutonic 
forces opposing them, says the war 
office statement today, 

The passage of the river is being 
accomplished under serious difficul- 
ties.

ves That Germany Will Keep One Object in 
View, to Crush Britain in Another 


nal Struggle—Urges 


Necessity For Keeping Population of Britain 
Within Its Borders. 


Last night the big audience which 
crowded the McDougall auditorium 
had some aspects of the war placed 
before them by. Sir Rider Haggard, 
calculated to produce grave thought 
both at the time of hearing and in the 
future, That they did impress his 
hearers was shown by the manner of 
reception, a strained silent attention 
demonstrating that the remarks were 
not being addressed to inattentive ears 

Sir Rider Haggard struck heavily 
on.a warning note when he asked his 
audience to consider the magnitude of 
the British Empire with the smallness 
of its population, contrasting that of 
the German Empire. One-quarter ot 
the world was held by the British Em- 
pire, and it was as much as they could 
do to hold it with such a small popu- 
lation, and it was absolutely necessary 
that this population should not be 
nilowed to decrease, ‘Did they think 
Germany would be crushed by this 
war,” No, he believed that they would 
endure all kinds of hardship to build 
up their strength for the final strug- 
gle to crush the British Empire, How 
could they best be prepared, only by 
conserving their population, and keep- 
ing every man within the borders of 
the Empire, and seeing that none, as 
had been done by thousands previous- 
ly, drifted away into foreign countries, 

Would Not Be End of War 

He did not think that this war was 
to be the end of war, but that it was 
the beginning of war. Did they fancy 
that Germany would take defeat with 
o humble and contrite heart? Ger- 
many had been robbed of her colonial 
possessions, on which she had spent 
millions of dollars to secure. Had it 
not been for the British army she would 
have. attained world power. As sure 
ns he stood there he believed that had 
Britain not intervened that France 
would have gone, then Russia and 
then the central powers would have 
been concentrated and hurled upon 
Britain, That was why Germany hated 
Kingland so bitterly. Their hate for 
Franee and Russia was nothing now 
like their silent fury against England. 
That was why in the Empire now they

could no longer live in luxury or for 
the vanities of the moment. They had 
now to live as a strong man armed, 
with the sword girt on and ready for 
battle, And what guarantee had they 
that when the time came they would 
go to battle in company with the hosts 
of the allies? They might find that 
one day they would have to fight alono 
against overwhelming conditions, For 
this they iust prepare by saving their 
manhood, 

Speaking of his imperial mission Sir 
Rider Haggard said that he came as 
the representative of the Royal Colon- 
jal Institute, who, although they had 
no wish to encourage it, could foresee 
that after the war there was going to 
be a great flow of emigration from 
Hngland, They wanted to see that this 
«migration would not go outside of the 
Umpire, and had sent him to see how 
these men would be welcomed and 
treated overseas, All that he was ask- 
ing was that these discharged service 
men should be placeg on the same 
plane as returned soldiers from the 
countries where they would go. He 
had promises that this, would be done 
in South Africa, Tasmania and the 
various Australian states, where, in 
addition land. and organising help 
would be forthcoming, Also in British 
Columbia and he was sure that he 
would attain his object in Canada, 


Other Speakers 


Other speakers were FE. H.°Scram- 
mell, secretary of the Military Hospi- 
tals Commission, who alluded to the 
work done in the Dominion on behalf 
of the returned soldiers, A member 
of the committee was the Hon, Frank 
Oliver, whom he saw in the audience, 
and the provincial secretary was the 
Hon, C. R, Mitchell. After outlining 
the work of vocational training for the 
soldiers, Mr, Scammell said that it was 
hoped to establish one of these mili- 
tary hospital centres for training at 
Ndmonton. With regard to the men 
thus training, Mr, Scammell alluded to 
the 1ture of the experiences they had 
been through and their wounds and 
usked cmployers to be patient with 
them for a time, He also referred to 
the new pension scheme and said that 
a man totally disabled at the front 
would receive $40 per month when dis- 
charged, while a man who had not 
been in the trenches, but who had 
been disabled as the result of other 
circumstances would receive $22 per 
month instead of $16 as now,

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CANADA NICKEL 
FOR GERMANY 


Output of Sudbury Mines May be 
Part of Deutschland’s Re- 
turn Cargo 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, July 10,—Coming just at 
a time when the agitation is renewed 
for the absolute prohibition of the 
export of Canadian nickel to the In- 
ternational Nickel company, the an- 
nouncement that the German submer- 
sible Deutschland is to take back a 
cargo of nickel of which the enemy is 
“sorely in need” arouses considerable 
interest here. 

The only nickel the ship could carry 
is Canadian nickel, It is mined up 
near Sudbury and exported to the 
United States for refining by the In- 
ternational company—the nickel 
trust, 

After the war broke out the govern- 
ment took steps to see where our 
nickel goes, The trust guaranteed 
that none of it reaches the enemy and 
those who investigated were satisfied 
The company also promised to estab- 
lish a refinery in Canada and under 
the circumstances the export was per- 
mitted. Recently the agitation haa 
been renewed, it being claimed that 
the trust is international in more ways 
than by name and that German arma- 
ment firms are interested in it. On 
the top of this comes the arrival at 
Baltimore of the German submarine 
freighter and the announcement that 
her return cargo is to be ix part 
nickel,

SASKATCHEWAN 
CROPS ARE GOOD 


Wheat is Ranging in Height From 
Eight to Thirty Inches 
Now

REGINA, July 10.—The Saskatche- 
wan department of agriculture in the 
fortnightly crop report issued today 
states that all crops are making great 
progress, 

Wheat ranges from eight inches in 
height in the eastern central districts 
to thirty inches in the Prince Albert 
and Battleford districts. A small per- 
centage of the wheat ig now in the 
shot-blade and all other grains are 
making rapid growth under improved 
weather conditions prevailing gener- 
ally during the past week. Damage 
by hails is reported from Humboldt, 
Cadillac, Battrum and along the Sas- 
katchewan river for several miles 
south of Swift Current and west to 
Gull Lake, but in no place has the 
damege been serious. Heavy rainfails 
and high winds have been general and 
have delayed plowing of summerfal- 
lows and breaking. Weeds are show- 
ing up badly on unplowed lands, Con- 
tinued wet weather with little or no 
rain is now required for all crops, to 
further maturity and bring the crops 
through early . 

All heavy crops have every appear- 
ance of a heavy yield, alfalfa is es- 
pecially good: A large acreage of fod- 
derecorn has been sown in the Tilney 
district and at. present promises well, 


WESTERN MEN 
TO AID OTTAWA 


Capital Battalion 400 Short 
Wants to Draw on West For 
Balance

OTTACA, July 10.—The Evening 
Citizen says: “It looks as if Ottawa's 
failure to bring the 207th Battalion 
up to strength will shortly be admit- 
ted by bringing in about 400 men 
from one of the western battalions 
which is over-strength, This is under 
congideretion at the present time. The 
spurt.in recruiting which started when 
the big drive began hag fallen away 
and on Saturday only one man enlist- 
ed for the 207th. There were only 
three on Friday. Accordingly, it is 
a waste of money and time to keep

“It is suggested not to waste any 
more time, but fill up the battalion 
with men from other points. Ottawa 
is not the only centre where recruit- 
ing has fallen off. The same is the 
case in Toronto and in fact all the 
cities of Ontario where so many men 
enlisted during the past winter that 
there are not many left who ace their 
way clear to put on the khaki, 


BIACHES WAS 
CAPTURED IN 
HALF AN HOUR 


Village Germans Declared 
Impregnable is Taken 
Quickly 


DEFENSES WERE 
SOON WIPED OUT 


French Are Now Less Than 
Two Kilometres From 
Peronne 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, July 10—The taking by the 
French of the Boaches village, on the 
bank of the Somme, opposite Ste. 
Radegonde, the principal suburb of 
Peronne, was accomplished in about 
an hour and a half. A French lieu- 
tenant who took part in the assault, 
described the action as follows: 

“About noon word came for the 
divisions to ‘keep ready,’ and at one 
o'clock our soldiers advanced to the 
attack all along the front, from Sor- 
mont farm to Belloy-En-Santerre. 

“The first German line was passed 
almost without fighting, so effective 
had the preparations been, but when 
we entered Biaches at ten minutes 
after two, we founa every house 
organized as a fort and supplied with 
a number of machine guns, Our ar- 
tillery, however, by its accuracy, and 
power destroyed these defenses, 
though it still left cellars and caves 
full of enemies. 

All Enemy Captured or Killed. 

“As we entered the village, the com- 
mandant, who was at the head of a 
battalion with rifle in hand, ordered 
the trumpeters to sound the charge. 
All the Germans in the village were 
captured or killed. The commandant 
was wounded by a shot from a leu- 
tenant’s revolver, but he knocked 
down the lieutenant with a blow from 
his rifle, 

“At 2:35 the village was comple- 
tely in our possession, although a 
recent German order had declared it 
to be ‘impregnable.’ We are now less 
than two kilometres from Peronne.” 

The recent fighting on the French 
front, in the Somme sector, is only 
the opening phase of a plan elaborat- 
ed by General Joffre, according to a 
review of the military situation, pub- 
lished in today’s Temps. The paper 
suys that all the results expected have 
been accomplished, and that further 
successes aré assured, — 

“Everybody will realize,” oe the 
Temps, “the danger of making nown 
in the newspapers the plan which is 
being executed by General Joffre. It 
must be understood that the opera- 
tions cannot be carried out in a rigid 
and invariable form. Napoleon him- 
self never entertained such ideas, His 
plans were dominated by one chief 
purpose and were in a state of con- 
tinuous evolution. He modified them 
after observing the movements of the 
enemy. 

“Our operations have begun and be- 
gun well, and it is folly to seek to fore- 
tel' what will follow. On the immense 
front, which the French are in con- 
tact with the enemy the developments 
will be evolutionary. Without putting 
aside the main purpose the French 
commander may modify his first in- 
tentions.”

Rioting Breaks Out 
Among Soldiers Under 
Canvas at Camp Borden 


Men Protest 
Work Stumping 


Conditions Pre 
Grounds and Given 


at Camp—Were Put To 
edious Rehearsals Under 


Broiling Sun in Preparation For Visit of General Sam Hughes. 
Want to go Overseas or Back to London, Ont., the Men Say. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CAMP BORDEN, Ont,, July 10.-——-A 
riot took place here tonight when sey- 
eral thousand soldiers, most of them 
from London, Ont,, Organized a de- 
monstration as a protest against hav- 
ing been brought to this camp, and 
against the conditions under which 
they have been worked. The affair at 
times loo%ed ugly for “headquarters,” 

The immediate cause of the riot was 
the rushing of preparations for the big 
review by Sir Sam Hughes tomorrow. 
For the last week the ceremonial area 
upon which the review is to be held, 
has been the scene of prodigious 
stumping and the men have been put 
through tedious rehearsals in the 
broiling sun, 


Trouble Brewing Some Time 

The trouble had been brewing since 
the return from the rehearsal at 2:30 
and there was evidently some organi- 
gation of the demonstration, About 
two thousand men formed up in 
straggling way near the lines of the 
London battalions, led by men shout- 
ing and waving great sticks, Among 
the shouts could be heard such things 
as “Do we like this hole?” “No.” “We 
can't get a wash.” “We want wet can- 
teens.” ‘We want to go back to Lon- 
don,” “ We won't sleep and live” in 
dust for twenty-four hours," When 
the crowd arrived near headquarters 
Col, Osborne tried to reason with the 


mob, He told them that he had been 
working hard for two weeks to make 
the camp comfortable, and if they 
would be patient things would soon be 
all right. The mob, not satisfied, then 
moved off to the headquarters bulld- 
ing. 

he front of the south verandah was 
at once a mass of men, black with 
dust, They climbed on the roof and 
mounted the railway cars nearby. 
Officers and non-commissiened officers 
tried in vain for a hearing. 

Brig.-Gen, Logie Reasons, 

A good proportion of the men came 
from London, and they kept repeating 
their request to return to that city. 
Brig.-Gen. Logie appeared with a list 
of complaints that had been handed 
to him on behalf of the men, The 
first, he said, was that they had not 
been allowed water bottles on the par- 
ade rehearsal. He promised that they 
should have the bottles tomorrow. “We 
want to go back to London,” the men 
shouted. “Or send us overseas, We 
might as well die there as choke here 
with dust.” 

“IT cannot send you back, or over- 
sens, That is for the government,” 
rauld the general, 

The officers then left and ncld a con- 
ference, Later many of the men went 
to their lines. The rioting finally sub- 
sided about 11 o'clock, after several 
arrests were made,

HOME RULE 
AGREEMENT 
EXPLAINED 


Asquith Says It Will Re- 
Remain in Force Till 
After War 


APPEALS TO HOUSE _. 
FOR ACCEPTANCE 


Says Lloyd George Consult- 
ed Every Section of 
Opinion 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 10—Premier Asquith 
in explaining the Irish agreement in 
the House of Commons this afternoon 
said it was proposed. that the bill 
should remain in force during the 
war and twelve months afterwards, 
and if parliament had not made fur- 
ther provision by that time for. a gov: 
ernment for Ireland the period could 
be extended. Representatives of the 
Imperial government, the prime mints- 
ter said, would have control of the 
Defence of the Realm Act. 

Mr. Asquith said the.new bill would 
contain general provisions reserving 
for the exclusive;authority of the Im- 
perial parliament and government not 
only the navy and army, but all mat- 
ters arising out of the war. He empha- 
sized that there was no intention on 
the part of those who might be nas- 
sociated with the government of Ire- 
land to encroach in any way in regard 
to a successful prosecution of the war. 

Appeals to House. 

“We have here,” the premier said, 
“an arrangement such As never was 
possible before,” and he appealed to 
the House to take advantage of the 
opportunity which might never recur. 

There were features in the settle- 
ment, Premier Asquith said, which one 
would not have chosen voluntary, and 
¥\s a result there had been some mia- 
understandings in the cabinet. In 
view, however, of the agreement 
reached in Ireland and the importance 
of unity, the ministers were willing 
to share the responsibility of submit- 
ting the proposals to parliament and 
recommending their acceptance. 

“The dominating factor,” Mr. As- 
quith said, “which made us all willing 
to become parties or sponsors to this 
measure, is the war.” 

While not going into details, the 
premier indicated the main Mnes of 
the agreement, including the exclu- 
sion, of six Ulster counties. He said 
the Irish liament would be com- 
members at present re- 
turned to the Imperial parliament, 
while the appeal court in Dublin 
would be appointed by the Imperial 
executive. 

Recalls Visit to Ireland. 

Mr. Asquith recalled his visit to 
Ireland, which he said was made to 
aacertain whether the Irish parties 
might not be disposed to come to an 
agreement. As a result of what he 
learned, David Lloyd George was de- 
puted to open negotiations, 

Mr. Lloyd George quickly discover- 
ed an agreement was possible on the 
basis of immediate enaction of a Home 
Rule measure with the exclusion of 
six Ulster counties and the borough 
of Belfast, Newry and Londonderry. 

There was no section representative 
of any substantial body of opinion, Mr. 
Asquith said, whose views were not 
invited by Mr. Lioyd George. All 
parties concerned took the responsi- 
bility of submitting their agreed re- 
commendations to parliament. 

As soon as the premier concluded 
his statement he was plied with ques- 
tions, but he referred all inquiries to

Ottawa, July 11.—‘In war time and 
while many interests are urging thrift 
und economy the Canadian people 
are burning up their created resources 
at a much greater rate this year than 
last,"" is the statement which appears 
in a bulletin issued by the conserva- 
tion commission, 

“During the first five months of 191¢€ 
the fire loss in Canada has exceeded 
that of January to May in 1915 by 
approximately $3,000,000, or $600,000 
per month,” says the bulletin, 

“At this rate of increase our fire 
losses shall exceed that of 1916 by 
$7,200,000, 

Need of Resources 

“Canada has need of all her finan- 
cial resources, She is borrowing 
money on the war and is paying five 
per cent, interest thereon, The addi- 
tional fire loss of 1916 would there- 
fore pay the interest charge on the 
recent war loan of $100,000,000 and 
would pay $2,000,000 of the principal. 
Canada's average annual fire loss of 
over $23,000,000 would pay five per 
cent. interest on exactly half billion 
dollars, Our fire loss, however, some- 
thing for which we are receiving no 
value, either financial or patriotic, is 
simply a tax, due in’ great part to 
carelessness which Canadians appear 
willing to pay and which they, as a 
whole, are doing little to avert.”

Dr. Re l, of the University of Al- 
berta, gave expert testimony as to the 
likeness of the handwriting on the 
forged check with that of the defend- 
ant, F. M. Bill, who at the time the 
forgery is alleged to have been com- 
mitted, was accountant and bookkeep- 
er for the university, Having magni- 
fied the handwriting in both instances 
14 times, Dr. Revell produced draw- 
ings in court to show 44 points of sin: 
ilarity between the writing of the ac- 
cused and that of the forged signature 
of C. PP. Nobbs. It was also brought 
out in the evidence that some 
eight persons in all had the © privi- 
lege of making out cheques, with no 
adequate means of tracing the respon-

on the track, as was the case when 
Grand Opera and Hal Boy campaigned 
throughout Western Canada some 
years ago.

The 
point system and the 3 in 5 system 
have been tried here before, but 
this year there will be three heats in 
every harness race, and the total purs:

WILLARD-MORAN 
PICTURES GOOD 


They Show Willard’s Victory to 
be Deserved—Films Extra 
Clear 


The pictures of the Willard-Moran 
fight which are the attraction at the 
Empire theatre this week certainly 
live up to all their advance notices. 
They are clear and decidedly well 
taken, most especially those “close up” 

Unlike other pictures that have 
been shown in this city, these are 
taken in such a manner that at all 
times the cleverness of both boxers is 


plainly visible. Most especially on 

“in-fighting.” My 
The prggram opened by giving 

views of the promotors and those 


connected with the bout, giving spe- 
cial prominence to Tex Rickard, the 
promoter and Tom Jones, who is Wil- 
lard’s manager, Following this comes 
Willard going through his training 
; tactics. Willard in stature is un- 
j}doubtedly a giunt and when standing 
!beside Moran, he seems more of a 
giant than ever, 
Before and After 

Previous to the bout many persons 
who might be classed as authorities 
on boxing seemed to be most thor- 
Gughly convinced that Moran was 
quite capable of beating Willard, but 
after viewing the pictures it is to won- 
der how Moran was able to stand up 
wnder the punishment that he received 
for ten rounds, although on the day 
of the fight Moran tipped the scales at 
202 pounds, when in the ring he 
looked like a lightweight beside the 


champion, 
The Fight. \ 

After introducing such notable old 
timers as Jim Corbett, Bob Fitzsim- 
mons and “The Daddy of them All" 
John L. Sullivan, Charley White, who 
acted as the third man in the ring, 
called the boxers together and their 
the gong sounded, 

In the first round Moran was notice- 
ably nervous and seemed not to know 
where to start while Willard was con- 
ten to follow his man around and use 
his straight left, which seemed to 
bother Moran considerably. Early in 
the second round Willard caught 
Moran with a left hook to the jaw that 
almost toppled the challenger; but this 
seemed to give-Moran more confidence 
From this round up to the seventh th¢ 
fighters exchanged blows, with Willar1 
having quite the best of it. 

The seventh round opened with both 
fighters badly marked up and swollen. 
Willard proceeded to do the leading 
and it looked for a minute as_ if 
Moran would take the count, but after 
a vigorous bit of in-fighting, at whicn 
Moran was always at his best, Willard 
seemed to tire and Moran seeing his 
omy chance, backed the champion to 
the ropes with sharp right and left 
hooks to the face and body, But there 
was not sufficient kick behind Moran's 
blows to seriously affect the cham- 
pion. 

In the last three rounds Willard had 
all the best of it and Moran seemed 
quite contented to cover up suffi- 
ciently to stay the whole ten rounds, 

The pictures show that on the whole 
the fight was much faster than heavy-

A Defense of Motor Cars. 
From the Omaha Bee, 

A professor over at Ames is shocked 
by the discovery that Iowa has more 
motor cars than bathtubs.

It's an age of progress, and even no- 
tions as to bathing are subject to 
change, while the motor car is a dis- 
tinct improvement over all other 
means of transportation.

burden per head; Brantford, $16;

monton, $50. 

3. That it follows from the fore- 
going that no matter what system is 
adopted for distributing among the 
Inhabitants of Edmonton the total 
sum required, and no matter 
whether this distribution is based 
on the value of land owned alone or 
whether buildings, personal property 
or income are taken into account, the 
average burden of taxation in Edmon- 
ton must necessarily be 85 per cent. 
Breater than is the case, e.g., in Tor- 
onto, 

4. That, whatever be in theory the 
merits or demerits of adopting one or 
another form of property as the pro- 
per basis of assessment or distribu- 
tion, the fact is that Edmonton's 
adoption of land value alone as its 
basis is now twelve years old, and 
that municipal development “has 
octurre almost wholly under the 
Present system, 

6. That, if the owners of Improved 
Property in Edmonton were put into 
one group, and the owners of uilme- 
proved property into~ another, tho 
former group would include an enor- 
mous majority of those residents to 
whom is chiefly due the building up 
and development of the city, while 
the other group would contain an 
enormous majority of non-residents 
and speculators, 

6. That the effect of including the 
valuation of buldings for the purpose 
of assessment would necessarily have 
the effect of shifting from the shoul- 
ders.of the non-residents and specu- 
latora to those of the enterprising res- 
idents of the first group a part of the 
burden that is now borne by the 
former class, and therefore that the 
proposal is one to which it would be 
madness for the members of this first 
Broup to consent. 

7. That, if the only purpose of the 
valuation of land was to distribute the 
taxation equitably among. all tax- 
payers, it: would be quite immaterial 
whether the land was valued at its 
real worth, at half its real worth, or 
at double its real worth, since, in any 
of these cases, the share of taxation 
paid by any individual would be ex- 
actly the same, and that it is only be- 
cause assessed valuations are used for 
the purpose of determining the. bor- 
rowing limit, and to some extent as 
an index to the actual value of the 
land, that it is of any importance 
that the basis of valuation be such 
that the assessed value should be ap- 
proximately equal to the real value. 

8. That necessarily the value of 
land in an urban area must vary with 
the total population of the munici- 
pality; the greater the population the 
greater the value, speaking generally, 
the land will acquire, and the smaller 
the population the smaller the value, 
If Edmonton had no population it is 
obvious that land within its bound- 
aries would have no urban value what- 
ever, 

9. <A rough guide to the reasonable 
valuation of land can, therefore, be 
found by comparing the land valua- 
tion in different municipalities per 
head of the population, In this com- 
Parison, as ity the comparison of the 
individual burden, Edmonton's present 
osition appears in an unfavorable 
ight. The assesed value of land alone 
per head of population in the same 
municipalities as above is as follows: 
Brantford, $256; Hamilton, $345; Tor- 
onto, $600; Vancouver and Victoria, 
$1300; Edmonton, $2900. 

10. That it seems unlikely that 
the land in Edmonton could be worth 
more per head of the population of 
this city than land is worth per head 
of the population of the city of Tor- 
onto (containing approximately nine 
times the population), and that to re- 
duce Edmonton's land valuation to 
the level of Toronto's ($600 pér head) 
would reduce Edmonton's total as- 
sessed valuation from $168,000,000 to 
$34,800,000, 

11, That it is obvious that, to put 
itself into a proper position, Edmon- 
ton's duty is to reduce its total tax 
levy so that the ‘average individual 
burden will be more nearly compar- 
able to that imposed in other munici- 
palities and, so far as possible, also 
gradually to reduce its valuation till 
a figure per head of the population 
more reasonable in comparison with 
other municipalities is at last ob- 
tained, 

12. That and until this is done 
there is ‘no particular advantage to be 
wained by including the value of 
bulldings in the assessment for the 

urpose of taxation. The value of 

ulldings per head of the population 

in Toronto in 1915 was only $425 
which figure, applied to Edmonton's 
1915 population, would increase the 
assessment only by $24,650,000 from

The law of Alberta and the other 
provinces of the Dominion does not re- 
cognize divorces as valid unless the 
court granting the divorce had juris- 
diction in the particular case. This 
jurisdiction depends upon the domiciie 
of the husband, that is, the place 
where he is residing with the inten- 
tion c@ making his home, In this case 
neither the husband nor the wife 
would be properly domiciled in the 
State in which the divorce was granted 
so that the divorce would not be re- 
cognized in Alberta, and if the wife 
married again and returned to Canada 
she could be prosecuted for bigamy, 
Arrest. for Crime,

Sir,—Under date of July 5th a com- 
ment on the report of the Trades and 
Labor Council appeared in Town 
Topics as follows: 

“Trades and Labor Council de- 
cided to support the actions of the 
Couks' and Waiters’ Union, who will 
picket the restaurants unfair to the 
union and take the names of bus- 
inesrs men and others who patronize 
these restaurants and inform them 
that if they continue to do so their 
business will be placed on the list of 
those unfavorabie to union em- 
ployees; also, in the case of em- 
ployees, their names will be sent to 
employers, who will be asked to in- 
fluence them in favoring union 
houses. 

“This same restaurant which is 
now threatened with a boycott has 
in the past employed union Jabor, 
and would be employing union la- 
bor today if the volume of trade 
would ahouw it and be able to re- 
main in business, But to pay union 
wages at the present in their case 
means to close the door and shut 
down the business. 

“We wonder if the en who 
sanction an action of this kind are 
doing their share in the present 
struggle, or are they putting self 
and self Interest before national in- 
terests?

Regarding the restaurant which 
you refer to, I may say that the three 
proprietors, who were at one time 
members of our union, and whom the 
union loaned money to get in bus- 
iness, and whom you claim are not 
doing the volume of business to pay 
union wages (a iiving wage), don't 
you think that they would be doing a 
service both to the community and 
the Empire if they would close up 
their establishment and enlist.

SHORTAGE. 
OF STEEL IS 
CAUSE DELAY 


Sir Donald Mann Explains Why 
C.N.R. Will Not Complete 
New Grades 


“T am making a trip of inspection 
of the company’s lines, and have al- 
ready completed the main line from 
Toronto to Vancouver,” sald Sir Don- 


Ald. Mann, who was a visitor here 
yesterday, ‘We Ww... take in lines on 
the prairies—in Southern Alberta, 


Saskatchewan and Manitoba—before 
returning east. I am pleased with 
the condition of the line, We made 
the run from Toronto to Vancouver in 
ninety-four hours, and from Winnipeg 
to Vancouver in fifty-two hours, in- 
cluding stops. These figures tell the 
story of the line's condition probably 
more forcibly than anything else I 
could say, 

“Tam delighted with the crop con- 
ditions as reported by the officers and 
agents of the company, and what I 
have observed from the car window 
along the thousands of miles travelled 
fully bears out their reports, My 
officials, who have been giving this 
matter close attention, are confident 
that, while in some sections of the 
country the crop is backward, the 
general average condition is excellent, 
and that the pessimists who predicted 
that this would be a small crop year 
are going to be disappointed. All 
along the lines, we have seen settlers 
engaged in breaking new land—an evi- 
dence of further increase in crop pro- 
duction, and of the fact that the bum- 
per year of 1915 is merely an indica- 
tion of what this country is capable 
of doing in the future, 

“The Canadian Northern is addins 
considerably to its rolling stock—loco- 
motives and box cars—and will be in 
a better position to move the 1916 
crop than ever before, Of the 1915 
crop, we have already moved to Port 
Arthur and the east over one hundred 
and five million bushels, a fairly big 
contribution to the transportation ser- 
vice of the prairie provinces, 

Cannot Complete Lincs, 

“There is one feature about our work 
which I sincerely regret--that is, we 
have not been able to secure rails to 
complete the lines already graded. A 
year and a half ago, we placed orders 
for the tonnage of rails necessary to 
complete these lines, the deliveries to 
commence in May of this year, in 
plenty of time to have the Ines in or- 
der for the 1916 crops. We had anticl- 
pated laying steel on the Peace River 
line to the crossing of the MacLeod 
River, and on the line from Oliver to 
St, Paul de Metis, to the extent of at 
least one hundred miles. We had also 
expected to do a substantial amount eof 
work on the Medicine Hat-Hanna Ine. 
That we have not received the steel for 
these lines is a disapoitntment to me as 
it must be to the people in the districts 
along these lines mentioned, It must be 
remembered that we are Ivying in ex- 
traordinary jimes, and conditions in 
the steel Industry are entirely abnor- 
mal, As all the world knows, the mills 
ere working to full and even over ca- 
pacity on war orders, and are filling 
these orders in preference to general 
business, While the mills have not 
Leen actually commandeered by the 
ullied powers, the results are practical- 
ly the same as if this had been done, 
We are, however, not relaxing in our 
efforts to secure the steel to complete 
tu portion of these lines within a short 
time,
